to get out of the fuel used. The size of the 
fire pot determines the amount of fuel a 
furnace will burn.

indirect radiator through which the hot 
smoke is made to pass for eight feet of smoke 
travel. A hanging partition in this radia- 
tor causes the smoke to descend within 
eight inches of the bottom of the radiator 
before passing up the other side. This is 
longer smoke travel than any other furnace 
has and is possible only by reason of the 
convenient direct and indirect draft change.

THERE is not much moral difference between short- 
payment of bills and short-changing of customers. 








THE heating and ventilating engineers had a warm 
time of it in Milwaukee in spite of the lake breezes. 
The welcome was warm. 








WE READ that Japan is to send an exhibition steam- 
ship, stocked with samples of Japanese goods and 
manned by expert commercial salesmen, to visit the 
ports of South America in promotion of Japanese ex- 
port trade. There is nothing slow about our friends 
the Japs. 








THE drop of three cents a pound in copper prices 
last week took no ‘one by surprise. Large transac- 
tions in the metal are now pending and the market will 
probably soon recover a tone of strength. It must 
always be remembered that production of copper is 
behind consumption. 








DurRInG the 30 years next preceding 1906 the av- 
erage price of Lake copper was between 12 and 13 
cents per pound. The extraordinary demand since 
1905, which sent it up to 26% cents, shows no sign 
of abatement and while the quotation has recently 
dropped below 22 cents the downward course of the 
market can hardly be expected to continue. 








THE passenger department of the Southern Pacific 
Railway Company issues a monthly illustrated maga- 
zine showing the progress made in the reconstruction 
of the city of San Francisco. One year having elapsed 
since the disaster which laid the city low, the June 
issue of this magazine says, “One year after shows 
such a change as cannot be described in words and 


can be only inadequately expressed in pictures. San 
Francisco is now a great city.” In spite of the disas- 
ter the bank clearances of San Francisco showed an 
increase ‘at the close of 1906 of 8.93 per cent over 
the previous year. 





THE abuse of cash discount terms is a subject that 
has recently been engaging the attention of the hard- 
ware trade, and the discussion came to a 
head at the meeting of the American 

Siete Hardware Manufacturers’ Association, 

at Richmond, Virginia, June 13, 1907, 
when the following unmistakably plain and significant 
resolutions were adopted: 


As to 


Whereas, The terms of payment of a large proportion of 
our members provide a cash discount if paid within a stated 
period, and 

Whereas, Sometimes in the past the cash discount has 
been allowed when remittances have not been received by the 
seller within the agreed period; hence some buyers have not 
regarded it as necessary to conform to the terms stipulated, 
and this laxity has resulted in disadvantage to all: 

Resolved, That the association urges all members to re- 
fuse to allow cash discount unless the remittances are strictly 
in accordance with the terms of purchase. 

Resolved, That it is not sufficient excuse for allowing cash 
discount after the prescribed limit has expired because the 
goods have not reached destination. 

Resolved, That it is understood each member will report 
to the secreary any violation of these resolutions for such 
action as is deemed advisable. 

Resolved, That all members ‘are requested to send a copy 
of these resolutions to their customers. 

In the profession of the law there is a phrase which 
fits the act of the man who permits the time in which 
he is allowed a cash discount to expire without paying 
the bill and then deliberately deducts the cash discount 
just the same as if he were strictly observing the 
terms upon which the sale was made to him. That 
phrase is “sharp practice” and the lawyer who is con- 
tinually indulging in sharp practice sooner or later 
acquires a reputation as an undesirable associate. 

There is absolutely no excuse for the purchaser of 
a bill of goods, be he jobber or retailer, who delib- 
erately deducts a cash discount after the period for 
which it is allowed has expired. This is so fre- 
quently done, however, that it has become necessary 
for some wholesalers*to use emphatic language. like 
the following in presenting their card of terms: 

TERMS. 
I per cent 20 days—not 21 days. 
Net 40 days—no longer time. No 


further discount given under any cir- 
cumstances. 


That any wholesale house should be compelled to 
emphasize the terms, “One per cent twenty days— 
Not twenty-one days,” shows that that house has had 
uncomfortable experiences in the past with customers 
who have stretched the limit for cash discounts, and 
this is often done in a bare-faced, shameless manner 
which is but feebly characterized by the phrase, “sharp 
practice.” 

The custom. of many commercial houses of mak- 
ing “short payments” and of “stealing time” in pay- 
ing bills, the terms of which are stated in the invoice, 
was also denounced recently in Chicago by speakers 
at the twelfth annual convention of the National As- 
sociation of Credit Men. The subject arose during 
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a discussion on the report submitted by the Commit- 
tee on Improvement in Mercantile Agency Service, 
and following the adoption of the report resolutions 
were passed strongly condemning the practice com- 
plained of by a number of the delegates. 

The story is told of a large St. Louis concern which 
insists on the strict observance by its customers of 
its own cash discount terms, but is a frequent of- 
fender in its dealings. with manufacturers, taking little 
note of the passage of time and coolly deducting cash 
discounts after the prescribed time has elapsed. 

To the credit of the small and medium concerns in 
the hardware trade it can be said that they are usually 
strict in their observance of the terms of sale. It is 
the larger buyers that give the manufacturers the 
greatest amount of trouble and whose actions in this 
respect prompted the resolutions adopted at Rich- 
mond, 

Incidentally it may be mentioned that the officers 
of the American Hardware Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion have been doing splendid work in the direction 
of mitigating the abuse of the cash discount and 
their efforts deserve appreciation. 

A cash discount is a discount for cash. Two per 
cent off in ten days means that the bill is to be paid 
within ten days or the two per cent discount is not 
allowed. A thirty-day note is not payable in thirty- 
one days and a ten-day cash discount is not intended 
to be allowed on the eleventh day. 

There must be a strict observance of the terms of 
sale or business will be demoralized, and it would 
prevent a great deal of unpleasantness and hard feel- 
ing between buyers and sellers if all business men 
would make it a rule to recognize the language of 
cash discount terms as meaning just what it says. 








One of the financiers whose reputation is national 
and whosé opinions in fiscal matters always carry 
weight, is Mr. Frank A. Vanderlip, for- 
No Flaw mer assistant secretary of the Treasury 
in Our , , , 
Prosperity. and now vice-president of the National 
City Bank of New York. Mr. Vander- 
lip was recently a guest of honor of the Virginia 
Bankers’ Association at the Jamestown Exhibition and 
made a notable address to the bankers upon the busi- 
ness condition of the country and the business out- 
look. In the course of his address he said: 


“The business outlook at the present time is dominated 
to a universal degree by the tendency of political sentiment 
and by the conditions surrounding the railway properties of 
this country. We are still in the midst of evidences of 
abounding prosperity, although we have passed through one 
of the most drastic declines ever witnessed in stock-market 
values. The stock market decline has been in itself of a most 
unusual character, particularly in so far that in spite of a 
fall in prices that cut a third off market values of securities, 
no failure of importance resulted from the disturbance. The 
absence of failures has perhaps led people distant from the 
center of the disturbance to minimize its importance and to 
argue that in any event its effects were not likely to be ex- 
tended into lines of business not directly related to the se- 
curity markets. This has given a sense of independence and 
assurance in many sections of the country, unusual after so 
severe a decline in quotations. 

“The further fact, that up to the present time there has 
been no marked recession in business, has reinforced the opin- 
ion of those who believe that the country has grown ‘so strong 
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financially that the general. business situation can be divorced 
from the conditions that are reflected in Wall street prices, 
and who hope, therefore, that the incidents of the stock mar- 
ket for the last three months can be largely, if not wholly, 
isolated from the general business outlook. 

“This hopeful opinion is. strengthened, for instance, by 
the situation of affairs in the steel trade. Steel, we are used 
to say, is the barometer of the business situation, and we find 
up to the present day that the booking of new orders in the 
steel industry so far this year actually exceeds, and that, too, 
by a considerable amount, the record for the same period of 
last year. When we remember that last year was a banner 
year in the industry, the record of the present statistical posi- 
tion of the steel business strongly reinforces the view that 
we may have continued business activity.” 

Turning to the railroad question, Mr. Vanderlip 
traced the origin of the agitation against the railroads 
and said that while it had been somewhat disturbing 
to the railroads the disturbance was not of very se- 
rious character and should not be regarded as a flaw 
in the nation’s prosperity. He showed that the causes 
of the present situation run back directly to condi- 
tions created some years ago. With the beginning of 
that period of great prosperity which started in 1898 
railroads were soon taxed beyond the capacity of the 
scant equipment with which they had been provided 
during the economical administration of the preced- 
ing lean years. Heavier equipment and the heavier 
roadbeds required by the tendency to increase the 
speed of railroad trains necessitated enormous ex- 
penditures, by means of which the railroads contrib- 
uted a most important part, Mr. Vanderlip thought, 
to the prosperity of the time. 

These activities increased their traffic and made 
necessary other expenditures on railroad betterments, 
and thus the circle continued to revolve. Fortunately 
it was possible for some time for the railroads to float 
their securities on a favorable interest basis, because 
when they began to accomplish these improvements 
the money markets of the world had for some time 
been gorged with idle-funds, but within the past ten 
years, said Mr. Vanderlip, the Boer War destroyed 
1% billions of the world’s capital, the Russo-Japan- 
ese War destroyed almost an equal amount, and the 
San Francisco and other disasters made very appall- 
ing inroads upon these assets. War and calamities 
on one hand, and industrial activities on the other, 
therefore, united in putting a perhaps unprecedented 
strain upon the money markets of the world, and the 
railroads, in providing the money for the complete re- 
habilitation which was in progress, encountered more 
and more unfavorable conditions in the markets in 
which they must float their obligations. 

Under these circumstances, said the New York 
financier, the railroads had necessarily sought, tem- 
porarily at least, to curtail their expenditures for im- 
provements. This was not a sign of weakness on 
their part, but rather a wise business precaution. He 
believed that the situation as regards the railroads 
would speedily adjust itself; that it would not inter- 
fere in the slightest degree with the continued pros- 
perity of the United States, and that there is no cause 
for alarm in any feature of the present financial sit- 
uation. To all of which the American manufacturer 
and the American retailer will cheerfully chorus 


“Amen!” So may it be! 
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RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

Some business men are blunt in their dealings with 
customers ; others are polished and suave to a degree. 
The former may acquire local reputations for their 
bluntness and command the kind of respect that is 
evinced when neighbors say, “John is pretty blunt 
of speech, but you always know just where he stands. 
He calls a spade a spade and you don’t have to think 
twice to know what he means,” while of the polished 
man and the suave it is sometimes said by the unap- 
preciative, “He is too smooth, too oily, too smart.” 

The blunt man in business may carry his bluntness 
too far, just as the suave man may convey the im- 
pression of over-smartness. The happy medium is 
the thing to strive for—a polite, considerate attitude 
towards customers and friendly, patient treatment of 
them—neither the bluntness that offends the fastidi- 
ous nor the “smoothness” that excites suspicion. 

Men are cast in various molds and their methods 
naturally differ in all callings, trades and professions. 
This is well illustrated by the methods empleyed by 
different public speakers in quelling interruptions. 
The blunt method, the method of the club and the cud- 
gel, was illustrated when a Governor of the State of 
Illinois answered an interrupter at a public meeting 
by the exclamation: “Back to the asylum with you!” 

The method of the polished debater, the method of 
the rapier rather than of the cudgel, was that em- 
ployed in the course of a speech by the great orator, 
John Bright. He was saying, “Personally I do not 
feel disposed to wage war against these Philistines,” 
when an unruly member of his English audience 
shouted, “Hee-haw!” “If, however,” Mr. Bright con- 
tinued without a pause, “my friend at the back of the 
hall will lend me one of his jaws I shall be encouraged 
to reconsider my attitude, in view of the historic suc- 
cess of Sampson when provided with a similar wea- 
pon.” 

Both of these methods were effective in quelling 
opposition. Bluntness and polish may both win, but 
in business the most likely channel to success will 
probably be found by steering a middle course.

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W. S. THOMAS ON COMPETITION. 





W. S. Thomas of Iowa City, Iowa, addressed the 
last Iowa hardware retailers’ convention on the sub- 
ject, “Competitive Trade on Standard Lines.” His 
paper was substantially as follows: 


In the first place, what do we consider the “Standard 
Lines”? I cannot take the time to enumerate all of them, 
but as one dwells upon them, many names of manufac- 
turers arise in the mind like The Enterprise Mfg. Co., The 
Yale & Towne Mfg. Co., P. & F. Corbin, Henry Disston & 
Sons, and hundreds of other manufacturers all over the 
East and middle West and now springing up in the far 
West. 

I well remember when I first entered into the hardware 
trade, about twenty-seven years ago, the way in which the 
names of the old true and tried manufacturers impressed 
themselves upon me, and how I was educated to look up to 
and respect them and the goods they manufactured. In 
fact, it has always been a habit of mine that when I knew 
of an article being made by so-and-so I felt that it must 
be all right, for they were thought to never put an article 
upon the market until it was thoroughly tried and not found 
wanting. So that the: manufacturers of standard lines of 
goods may be said to be those who are so proud of their 
reputation that they never place an article upon the market 
until it is thoroughly tried and is perfect in so far as they 
can make it for the purpose, and those who would not place 
an article upon the market if they knew it was imperfect or 
if they were not sure that it was all right in every respect 
and would stand all of the tests of use it is to be put to. 

As we have grown older and more experienced in the 
hardware business, we find that we are inclined to mis- 
trust the newly made goods, and do not handle them until 
they have proved themselves and “paved their way,” as it 
were, for a reputation of being standard-made goods; and 
right here I wish to say that I do not consider it an easy 
matter to build and equip a factory to make standard goods 
or to get a reputation for making them. It takes years and 
years of experience to manufacture them, and again years 
and years of introduction and sales of them to prove to 
the public that they will stand the test of time and may be 
tightly called standard goods. 

PROFITS ON STANDARD LINES. 

In regard to competition on these standard lines, I have 
always contended that it was the sensible thing to get a 
reasonable profit on the goods you sell, and I certainly think 
it the right thing to do on the standard lines, for if there 
are any goods upon the market that ought to afford the 
dealer a reasonable margin, it is the standard lines, and it 
ought to be the duty of these manufacturers to try to as- 
sist the dealer in getting this margin. 

How can they best assist in this matter? In the first 
place let them list their goods at a price that will afford a 
fair margin and give the dealer his profit in the discount, 
and they might go even farther than that. They might fix 
the selling price and make it arbitrary that their goods 
should be sold at the price named, with the penalty that 
if it was not adhered to the goods would be withdrawn. 
We can recall numbers of cases where this has been done 
with good results and the business has been much more 
satisfactory than where the selling price has been left to the 
dealers, with no two selling alike. Right here let me say 
that we have always found it much easier to sell goods from 
catalogues with a fixed selling price in them, for the cus- 
tomer has the price right before him and when he once 
understands it never questions the price. Once let it be 
understood that the retail price is fixed by the maker and 
that we as dealers are allowed and entitled to a small 
percentage for handling them, and I do not think the con- 
sumer would be so apt to object to paying the price as though 
it were fixed by us. Our experience has been that when 
we tell a customer an article lists at $10 per dozen and 
that we can sell it to him at, say 40 per cent discount, net- 
ting him $6 per dozen, he begins to wonder how much we are 
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making and may think we are still getting too large a profit 
on it, while the fact is we are only perhaps allowing our- 
selves 15 to 25 per cent margin. 

When you begin to lead the average customer into the 
misty maze of lists and discounts it looks to him too much 
as if you are trying to cover up something and he grows 
suspicious at once and decides not to buy. 


ADVOCATES A FIXED PRICE. 


Would we not all as retail dealers adhere to a retail 
price fixed by the manufacturers and be less apt to cut the 
price against one another? Do we not often unconsciously 
cut the price on one another just because there is no regu- 
lar or regulated selling price, except where there is an 
understanding or combination of prices among retail dealers, 
and that I never believed in, simply because it cannot be 
maintained, as there is always some one breaking the agree- 
ment. Where there is a combination of prices among retail 
dealers it is also sure to leak out and thus do more harm 
than all of the good of the combining. No matter how 
reasonable you may be in the fixing of your prices you 
cannot convince the consumer that you have not combined 
for the purpose of robbing him. He is naturally opposed to 
the principle and you cannot convince him it is for any 
good purpose to him. He will raise a row among his neigh- 
bors and they will, more than ever before, send away to the 
catalogue houses for their goods and feel an additional 
justification for doing so. 


CATALOGUE-HOUSE COMPETITION. 


Here is where we have a good chance to speak of the 
catalogue or mail-order competition of standard lines. If 
they are allowed to handle such goods at all, but were 
compelled to sell them at-a regulated price, we would not 
need to fear such competition. We are all aware of the 
fact that it is only when the mail-order houses make a 
leader of some standard line that it causes us any trouble or 
anxiety, and right here I wish to give you something to re- 
flect upon. That is, if our good friends the jobbers can build 
up a reputation on THEIR PRIVATE BRANDS of goods, why can 
not the mail-order houses do the same thing on their own 
private brands of goods? 

Do you as retailers see what this private brand business 
is going to lead to? Will it not be so after a time that 
there will be such a confusion of brands upon the market, 
with every Tom, Dick and Harry’s name upon them—no 
knowing who made them or where they were made—that 
there will be no respect for private brands and the con- 
sumer will politely tell you that he would just as soon 
trust the private brand of the mail-order house as that of 
the jobber? No, gentlemen! When other methods fail, to 
try to induce the manufacturers of standard lines so to con- 
trol the selling price that the retailer has no trouble in con- 
forming to it seems to us to be the only complete solution 
of the mail-order problem and the only one that will be or 
can be successfully put in practice. 

The mail-order houses have come to stay. We have them 
now with us. Let us recognize them as any other competitor 
and not try or think we can drive them out of business or 
we will awake some morning and find our mistake when 
it is too late. They are here to-day with us and ‘doing a 
thriving business. Let us study the reasons and causes and 
adjust ourselves to the circumstances as best we can 

MONEY-ORDER INDICATIONS. 

But recently I noticed how the money order receipts have 
increased in January this year over those of a year ago in 
Chicago—1r per cent in transactions and 17 per cent in 
amount. Nearly a million of domestic orders cashed amount- 
ing to $5,438,747, or nearly five and one-half millions in the 
month of January just past, against 860,000 orders in Jan- 
uary, 1906, amounting to $4,801,904—or nearly a million dol- 
lars increase. How many do you suppose: came from your 
territory? Or from mine? 

Let us not deceive ourselves with the idea that the cata- 
logue houses are not still doing business at the old stand— 
and an increased business. Let us not deceive ourselves 
with the idea that they are not getting much business from 
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our community—for they are. I am inclined to think we 
would all be a little surprised, not to say alarmed, did we 
but know the extent. Our friends and customers are no? 
telling us of it. Some of them are ashamed to do so; some 
may be afraid to do so for fear they may be refused accom- 
modations and credit and be pointed out as not being public- 
spirited citizens. Few of them are proud enough of it to 
speak about it to you or brag of it. They may quietly or 
secretly tell a friend or neighbor. Some may feel independent 
about it, but many cannot and do not want it known, and it 
is the great mass of them that we never hear about or 
know of that is doing the harm. 

Our postmaster said the other day that we would be 
surprised to know the amounts of money orders that are con- 
stantly being sent to the catalogue houses from our town. 
If we merchants only knew what he did about it, we would 
be alarmed. If we only knew what the express agents and 
railway freight agents of our localities knew, we would be 
more alarmed. I am afraid it is what we do not know that 
is going on day by day, that would and should alarm us most 
as retail dealers. 

HOW TO MEET THE COMPETITION. 


What we must do to checkmate them, is just the very 
same thing we would do to meet any other competitor. We 
must study their manner and methods, the whys and where- 
fores of their success. Why should they be able to send 
catalogues and offers right under our very noses and take 
our business away from us? We are the men on the ground 
with the goods and have all the advantages, everything else 
being equal. Is everything else equal, and if not why is it 
not equal? These are the things for us to study and find out 
and remedy. If they are offering any manufacturer’s standard 
line of goods for less than we can sell them, is it because 
they are buying them cheaper? If so, why are they buying 
them cheaper? If not, why are they selling them cheaper, 
or allowed to sell them cheaper? The courts have held that 
any manufacturer can control the sale of his goods and the 
prices at which they are sold. It is up to the retail dealers 
of this country to see that they do it if they want our trade. 





PUBLICITY. 





Publicity, or the state of being open to public 
knowledge, is so far-reaching and so all-comprehen- 
sive that to attempt to note any but a few of its effects 
would be, indeed, a gigantic task. 

Whether we will or not, we are always publishing 
something. The man who wears the latest fashions, 
and the man who neglects his personal appearance, 
alike publish to the world the state of their purse or 
the condition of their mind. The name of a man will 
often publish his nationality and characteristics. The 
infant’s first inarticulate utterance is an announce- 
ment of its needs, and from the very beginning of our 
existence to the obituary our friends publish if we are 
good, and what they say if we are not, we are continu- 
ally being made known by one form or another of 
publicity, and advertising what kind of men we are. 

A man will try to keep a secret, and the intonation 
of his voice or his facial expression will publish it to 
all who should know it. 

A man conceives a new idea. He tells it to others 
in. convention assembled, and because of the pub- 
licity given to the idea, a party arises that drives, by 
means of publicity, other parties and other conditions 
from the land. 

UNCLE SAM BELIEVES IN IT, 

That: the government has always been an exponent 
of publicity is evidenced by the numerous topics treat- 
ed in pamphlets and bulletins for free distribution, the 
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volume of which is so great that a special building is 
employed in Washington for the storage of such 
reports, and one of the largest printing establishments 
in the country kept busy by their production; and that 
the progressive business man is a believer in the ad- 
vantages of making a knowledge of his wares public 
property is evidenced by continually increasing appro- 
priations for advertising. 

That the government has not erred in this policy 
of publishing to its citizens anything that is new and 
of special interest is proven by the welcome with 
which such reports are received, and the application 
that is made of the knowledge contained therein; and 
that the progressive business man has not erred in the 
policy of making a knowledge of his wares public 
property has been demonstrated by the fact that the 
large advertiser of the past is a more extensive ad- 
vertiser to-day, and that the man who did not adver- 
tise is no longer in business. 

It has been publicity that has made possible the 
business done by mail-order houses, and it has been 
publicity that has made competition not only possible, 
but profitable. 

Business publicity, of course, is called advertising. 
and is bought and paid for at so much per page, or 
inch, but to attempt to do business without this pub- 
licity is to sell goods without a purchaser. It is like a 
dumb man making a speech. 

WORLD’S FAIRS. 

All the world’s fairs that have been held at the vari- 
ous places and times have been a feature of and a 
means of publicity, and so valuable has the publicity 
thus gotten been considered, that since the “Crystal 
Palace Fair” in New York, in 1853, twelve have been 
held in this country alone. Five have been in the past 
decade, for the people of all countries are awakening 
to the fact that knowledge is power—that a knowledge 
of another people is the first step toward a friendship, 
toward the universal peace—that a knowledge of the 
people with whom you have business relations and that 
people’s knowledge of your marketable products are 
equally important. 

Even slumbering China is being stirred by the spirit 
of publicity that has reached her, and word comes 
from far-off Shanghai that the China Association is 
co-operating with the American and German and 
Japanese Associations in arranging an international 
exposition to be held in the autumn of 1908, to which 
exposition exhibits from all Europe and from the 
two Americas are to be invited. 

It has been the influence of public opinion, the off- 
spring of publicity, that has killed so many bad bills in 
the legislature, and that prevented many from even 
being offered. It has been the same cause that has 
passed the good ones, and it is largely due to the 
same source of power that the laws upon our statute 
books are enforced. 

Publicity is the way of the spreading of knowledge, 
the wing of truth, the advance agent of success.—Off- 
cial Bulletin of the National Association of Master 
Steam and Hot Water Fitters.

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Fleating and Ventilating 


HEATING AND VENTILATING ENGINEERS. 











The semi-annual meeting of the American Society 
of Heating and Ventilating Engineers opened at the 
Hotel Pfister, Milwaukee, Wisconsin, Thursday 
morning, July 18, at 10 o'clock. About seventy-five 
members of the society were in attendance. 

The meeting was called to order by President C. B. 
J. Snyder. Mayor Becker of Milwaukee welcomed 
the delegates and Prof. Warren S. Johnson followed 
the mayor with an address of welcome in which he 
surveyed the history of artificial heating from ancient 
days. He said that heating by fuel is better under- 
stood in America than in any other country. 

“Heating and Ventilating Cars” was the subject of 
an interesting paper by E. R. Swan, Cedar Rapids, 
Iowa, which caused much discussion. Mr. Swan de- 
scribed at length the existing conditions in railroad 
coaches, | 

“One cent for each passenger carmed on the rail- 
roads for one year would ventilate every passenger 
car in the United States,” he said, “and the saving 
of fuel would more than repay the expense in three 
or four years.” 

At the afternoon session a-plan for heating and 
ventilating a group of public school buildings was ex- 
plained by Samuel R. Lewis, The heating plant ad- 
vocated by Mr. Lewis would cost $30,000 with capac- 
ity for three large buildings. Where the plant has 
been in operation the fuel cost of heating, ventilating 
and lighting the buildings has not exceeded $2,066 
for the year. 

“The Design of a Plenum System of Warm Air 
Heating for a School or Office Building” was pre- 
sented in a paper by J. D. Hoffman. The meeting 
closed with the discussion of several rechnical topics. 

Adjournment of the morning session was taken at 
noon that all the members might visit the H. W. 
Johns-Manville Co.’s plants. Fourteen automobiles 
were in line at the hotel entrance, and luncheon was 
served at the second plant. Resolutions were adopted 
thanking the company for the courtesy of the trip. 

At noon Friday the members of the society visited 
the plant of the Johnson Service Company, where a 
luncheon was served. A dinner at Whitefish Bay was 
given Friday night. The meeting and entertainment 


were most successful.

To Find the Rise of Miter Line for 90 Degree Elbows of 
Any Number of Pieces. 


An easy manner of finding the rise of miter line for 
go degree elbows of any number of pieces, is as fol- 
lows: 

Draw a square having each side equal to the diame-

ter of the pipe, as shown by A, B, C and D of Figs. 
I, 3 and 5 of Miters. Draw the diagonal line from 
A to C, and with the dividers set the length of one 
side of the square, and one foot at C, draw a quadrant 
from B to D, and divide one half of it into 1 less equal 
spaces than the numbef of pieces desired in the elbow. 
Miters, Fig. 1, shows method of getting the miter line 
for a three piece elbow, Fig. 3 a four piece, ‘and Fig. 














Fig. 7. 
5 a five piece. And Figs. 2, 4 and 6 show the pattern 
developed. . 

In all cases the spacing on the quadrant must be 
done accurately, and the miter line extended through 
the point to the side of the square, and the true rise of 
the miter line is the distance from B to the point 
where the miter line cuts'the side of square, marked 
E in Fig. 1. 
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To prove that this method gets the true rise, it is 
only necessary to refer to Fig. 7, which shows the out- 
line of the long, or outer, side of a three-piece elbow 
drawn within the square, and drawn to a larger scale. 

This drawing also clearly shows the reason for spac- 
ing half the quadrant into one less than the number of 
pieces desired. A three piece elbow only has two 
miter lines. A four piece, three, etc. 

The foregoing methods may also be applied to the 
cutting of patterns for angles of any shape as well as 
go degrees. It is only necessary to find the rise of the 
miter line, and draw the pattern as described by using 
semi-circles whose diameter is the rise required.

HARDWARE. . 

A cheerful tone prevails throughout the hardware 
trade in the middle West, despite the estimated crop 
shortage. This latter is not expected to be of a seri- 
ous character, in fact it would cause little surprise if 
the crop yield should after all prove-of normal pro- 
portions. 

New business in the hardware lines is quiet, due to 
the midsummer season, and retail stocks are moving 
slowly, but there is still a continued demand on the 
p2rt of retailers for the shipment of back orders, in- 
dicating confidence in the. future. 

Builder’s hardware is in good demand and the 
volume of sales for the year, it is confidently expect- 
ed, will compare favorably with the record made in 
1906. 

Better deliveries of black sheets can be obtained 
from the mills and somewhat prompter shipment of 
galvanized. The demand for wire nails continues 
good and mills are working to the limit with the nec- 
essary periods of shut-down for repairs. The de- 
mand is so strong that it seems likely to continue 
throughout the summer season. Chicago quotations 
are as follows: $2.18 in car lots to jobbers and 
$2.23 in car lots to retailers, with an advance of 5 
cents for less than car lots from mills. 

In cut nails there is still a steady demand and prices 
are firm. Chicago quotations are as follows: Iron 
cut nails, car lots, to jobbers, $2.33; to retailers, 
$2.38; steel, to jobbers, in car lots, $2.33; to retail- 
ers, $2.38. : 

There is still some complaint of delayed shipments 
of barb wire, but new business is light and mills are 
catching up. The following are the quotations: 
Jobbers, Chicago, car lots, painted, $2.33; galvanized, 
$2.63; to retailers, car lots, painted, $2.38; galvan- 
ized, $2.68; retailers, less than car lots, painted, 
$2.50; galvanized, $2.80; staples, bright, in car lots, 
$2.30; galvanized, $2.60; car lots, to retailers, 10 
cents extra, with an additional 5 cents for less than 
car lots. 

The makers of double action revolvers have ad- 
vanced the base price on these goods from $1.80 to 
$2.00 each. 


TIN PLATES. 


Reports that the leading interest has large stocks 
of tin plates on hand are not confirmed on investiga- 
tion, in fact it develops that the unsold stocks are 
very small for this time of the year and the tin mills 
are expected to operate fully during the next three 
or four months. Reports of mills closing down ap- 
pear, therefore, to be unfounded. 

Demand for tin plates continues good and prices 
are unchanged.

“Extreme quiet is the feature of the pig iron market, 
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although there is an underlyi:g current of interest which may 


* break* forth at any time, evidenced by the inquiries which 
. have come up during the week. There have been inquiries 


for a larger tonnage than the week preceding. Some local 
business has been done in spot iron. 

“At the present moment there appears to be ro disposi- 
tion to place contracts for later delivery, although there is 
unquestionably a large amount of iron to be bought for the 
fourth quarter. On the other hand, there is no pressure to 
sell, furnaces in both North and South being well sold ahead, 
even through the balance of the year. The number of con- 
tracts for finished material on the books of manufacturers 
will consume pig iron to such an extent that it is more than 
generally the case this tonnage will take considerably more 
than the amount of iron now ordered by these manufacturers. 
With such business in hand it is hard to see where the pes- 
simists over present conditions get their backing or any hon- 
est endorsement. 

“Tt is very cheerful to note the last government crop re- 
port, which shows a decidedly more satisfactory state of cor- 
ditions than had been circulated around the country a month 
ago. Good crops wil! mean much to everyone this year, but 
particularly in the stiffening of sentiment, which has been 
somewhat influenced by recent statements that things could 
not continue on the present p'«ne.

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RAILROADS TO SPEND A BILLION. 





American railways will spend close to a billion dol- 
lars during the present vear in an extraordinary effort 
to secure sufficient equipment, power and track, in- 
cluding new road, to make it possible to handle the 
great amount of traffic being offered to them. 

If the car and locomotive builders and the steel rail 
makers do their part, said the Chicago Record-Herald 
recently, the year will be a record one in the three in- 
dustries menticned. 

It is estimated that if the manufacturers are equal 
to the test between 340,000 and 350,000 freight cars 
will be added to the total equipment of the railways 
of the United States; fully five thousand passenger 
cars will be built, and more than 6000 locomotives 
will be added to the steam power which is now avail- 
able. 

It is estimated that the railroads will pay fully 
$92,000,000 for steel rails during the present year. If 
this proves true the steel mills will have to run out 
about 3,300,000 tons of, that product. The output last 
year was about 3,250,000 tons. The western foads 
will use fully 1,600,000 tons of rails, and nearly 1,000,- 
ooo tons of this will be rolled in the eastern mills.
